HONOURING THE CHIEF 
RABBI 


70th Birthday Celebration 


TRIBUTES FROM COMMUNITY 


On Thursday of last week one of the greatest 
ee in Anglo-Jewry met in the large hall of 
‘riends House in Euston Road, London, to honour 
the Chief Rabbi on the occasion of his 70th birth- 
day. About 500 congratulatory messages were 
received and the meeting, over which Professor S. 
Brodetsky and later Sir Robert Waley Cohen, 
K.B.E., presided, was attended by representatives 
of every section of Anglo-Jewry. 

Among the messages read were those from the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, Cardinal Hinsley, 
the Rev. John S. Whale (Moderator of the 
Free Church Federal Council), the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine, the Board of Deputies, and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. 

Prof. Brodetsky, the President of the Deputics 
who presided in the unavoidable absence of Lord 
Rothschild, said that at a time when the whole of 
humanity. was going through the most serious crisis 
in its history and at a time when the Jewish people 
was living through tragedy which was without 
parallel even in the history of this unhappiest of 
all peoples in the world, it was nevertheless a good 
thing that they should meet that day in order to 
celebrate in happiness an important occasion in the 
life of Jewry. Dr. Hertz had been the Chief Rabbi 
in this country since 1913 and had made for himself 
a name in the distinguished series of Rabbis who 
had graced this community for so many years. 


Power of Leadership 


Viscount Samuel said that through all the vicissi- 
tudes of the world during Dr. Hertz’s incumbency 
of his office, he had displayed in the exercise of his 
great functions, courage, dignity, and power of 
leadership. When his voice spoke to the world 
outside the community, as in his New Year Messages 
and in his solemn and indignant protests against the 
crimes and cruelties committed against his peopic, 
that voice commanded the attention of the world, 
for it spoke with conviction and with a compelling 
eloquence. He had watched with deep interest the 
work in Palestine and helped it with devotion. 

lt was fitting that the tribute which the com- 
munities of Great Britain and elsewhere were pay- 
ing to Dr. Hertz should be embodied in a dual form 
—jn a volume of essays and studies, which would 
be congenial to him as a scholar, and in a living 
forest in Eretz Yisracl, which would be an enduring 
link between him and the land he loved. 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E., President of the 
United Synagogue, said that the United Synagoguc, 
whose forebears founded the great office of Chief 
Rabbi, had a special interest in the proceedings. 

Dr. Hertz’s fine contributions to Jewish literature, 
continued Sir Robert, which were to be celebrated 
in a volume in his honour, had all been inspired by 
this faith and by his deep love of Judaism. It was 
right that that side of his work was thus to be 
perpetuated and recorded tor all time. 

And then there was the forest. They would 
rejoice to think that in their material contribution 
to this celebration they were expressing goodwill 
not only to him personally but to a cause which was 
very near to his heart, and which had a great service 
to render to humanity. 

Rabbi Shemtob Gaguin spoke with particular 
gratification of his happy and amicable contacts 
with the Chief Rabbi at the Beth Din. 

Mr. Simon Marks said that in honouring D: 
Hertz by planting in Palestine a forest to be named 
the Hertz Forest they were honouring themsclves. 
It was a symbol of their faith in the enduring future 
of their Homeland and it was a mark of their 
esteem for his services to Jewry and Judaism. As 
President of the Keren Hayesod, he wished especially 
to thank the Chief Rabbi for the counticss occasions 


on which he had helped them by his presence on 
their platform and by his active support. 

Dayan H. M. Lazarus said he offered warm con- 
gratulations and sincerest blessings on behalf of the 
Beth Din, both present and past members; he was 
representing, too, the Rabbis, members of the 
Rabbinical Commission, the Rabbi-Supervisors 
associated with the Beth Din, Rabbis, Ministers, 
and Shochetim, who came under the jurisdiction of 
the Chief Rabbi and his Beth Din, and the Kashrus 
Commission. 

Professor Samson Wright, President of the Jewish 
National Fund, said the tangible tribute which the 
Community was to pay to the Chief Rabbi was the 
establishment of a forest in his name on Jewish 
National Fund land on the hills surrounding the 
settlement of Hanita. The forest .would rank in 
size only after those named after King George V and 
Lord Balfour. If the Chief Rabbi would consent, 
the J.N.F. would like to establish in the heart of 
the new forest a sanctuary in the name of his late 
wife, the Rose Hertz Sanctuary. 


Commemorative Volume 


The presentation of ‘a commemoration volume 
was then made to the Chief Rabbi by Dr. Cecil Roth. 

That work, said Dr. Roth, would, he trusted, be 
a permanent contribution to knowledge, which 
would be referred to for many years, perhaps after 
the term “ Festschrift "’ had disappeared from the 
Jewish vocabulary, as his “ Sefer haYovel,”’ and 
would associate his name with those intellectual 
delicacies from many fields for which, like ‘Isaac 
the Patriarch, Dr. Hertz had always shown a truce 
gourmet’s taste. But this was no ordinary Fest- 
schrift, presented to an eminent scholar. It was 
at the same time a humble act of recognition on the 
part of scholars to one who, besides being a scholar 
and bibliophile, had been a friend of scholars and 
a supporter of scholarship; besides being a student 
of history and sometimes a writer of history had 
been a maker of history. 

In the course of his reply, after thanking the 
speakers and those who had arranged the cele- 
bration, the Chief Rabbi said: 

“ What is it, you wonder, that has enabled me to 
do the little I have done in the course of my not 
uneventful life? In answer, I must naturally con- 
fine myself to a few central facts. 

“ The first of these is that from my earliest 
years | was made to see the basic importance of 
Jewish knowledge for the perpetuation of Judaism 
and the Jew. Sefardi teachers and German- 
American scholars who shaped my youth strongly 
stressed this teaching which I received at the hands 
of my revered father, olov hasholom. And through- 
Out two generations of ministry, it has been my 
constant endeavour to spread an understanding of 
that axiom of Jewish religious persistence both at 
home and in the communities of the British overseas 
Dominions. Without a Jewish consciousness, the 
outcome of knowledge and loyalty, you may for a 
time maintain the mechanism of religion. But no 
such Jewry has a future, because it cannot even be 
said to have a present, 


Jewish Religious Education 


“ Hence my arduous labours for Jewish religious 
education, for Jewish schools, for Jewish scholar- 
ship, for Jews’ College, for the Institute of Jewish 
Studies of the University of Jerusalem. You can, 
therefore, well believe my genuine pleasure at the 
Volume of Studies that was presented to me to-night. 

* Now, important as is the intensive cultivation 
of Jewish learning, even more so is the extension 
and diffusion of Jewish knowledge among our young 
and old. That is a crying need of our day. I have 
repeatedly asked, where are the books, pamphiets, 
tracts, by which we spread in our own camp a 
knowledge. of what we are and stand for in the 
world? Qur failure in this generation to have such 
agencies for the promotion of Judaism among Jews 
is astounding. In that cause, I have laboured 
assiduously—and almost alone—for decades. My 
greatest reward is the assurance of Jews and non- 
Jews alike that the books I wrote, and the books 
distributed by me in the hundreds of thousands, have 
served a useful purpose. And these books could 


not have been produced, or distributed, without 
considerable subventions. Fortunately, there are 
large-hearted nurslings of the olden Jewish home- 
education among us; and, m their eyes, no sacrifice 
is too great that increases love and reverence for our 
religion. 

* But with all my unbounded eulogising of Jewish 
knowledge, I have never been oblivious of the fact 
that it is not knowledge, but conviction, that moves 
the world. I shall mention only one of these con- 
victions which have dominated my life's activities : 
viz., that the mission of the Jew is, first of all, to be 
a Jew. Therefore, no compromise with any break. 
ing away from positive historical Judaism. More- 
over, I share to the full the aversion which Charles 
Lamb in his day felt to any form of what we might 
call ‘spiritual inter-marriage" between Judaism 
and the churches. Israel's invincible strength lies 
in the Shema Yisroel, in the Yom Ha-Kippurim., in 
its passion for pity—all of them distinctively Jewish 
CONVICtIONS. 

* Here it may not be out of place to note one 
striking difference between opinions and con 
victions. In regard to the latter, a man cannot well 
be an out-and-out pacifist. If I had been, I should 
not have been expelled from the old South African 
Republic for publicly advocating the removal of the 
religious disabilities of Jews and Catholics: ang } 
should not, within a few weeks of my entry into the 
Chief Rabbinate, have denounced Tsarist Russia for 
its infamous Yellow Ticket policy. I should never 
have preached * The New Paths—whither do they 
lead? *; nor should I have fought the battle for 
the Sabbath at Geneva. However, it should be 
remembered that, because of my office, the instru- 
ments open to me in my wartare are few. M 
chief weapon is the word. And I venture to thin 
pet oven my friends remember some of the things 

Said, 

The Hertz Forest 

* At any rate, the Zionists remember my lettc: in 
THe Times of May 28, 1917, against the then 
leaders of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo 
Jewish Association for their attempt to strangle 
the Balfour Declaration before its birth. I! could 
not then have dreamt that those same Zionists 
would, a quarter of a century later, seize upon my 


70 years as an occasion for furthering the resurree- 
tion of the Holy Land by planting a forest in my 
name. Needless to state, | am indeed happy over 


this latest enterprise of the Jewish Nationa! Fund, 
and deem that action to be an honour for which ever 
my children’s children will ever be gratcfu! 

The Chief Rabbi then touched on two questions 
of the not-too-distant future. 

“One ts.” he said, “a United Synagoeue for 
Great Britain. The coming into existence of such 
an institution, if established on carefully thoucht- 
out Jcwish lines, may be a far-reaching agency for 
good in the inner history of Anglo-Jewry. However, 
should its planning, God forbid, not be on such 
lines, it would prove a real danger to Traditional 
Judaism. Among other things, it would ccrtaml 
nat raise the status of the clergy. The proposal, 
therefore, calls for careful examination and open 
discussion. 

“ The second question is concerned with the time 
when the ghastly slaughter of hundreds of thou ands 
of our brethren by the hell-hounds of Nazism shall 
have ceased, and the Forces of Freedom be crowned 
with complete victory. Tasks stupendous in ther 
unparalleled difficulty will then await Fnglish-.peak- 
ing Jewry. The representatives of Jewry who shall 
plead for the economic and political safety of our 
martyred millions, and those who defend their vital 
religious interests, must speak with one voie at 
the peace discussions. 


“ In the day of victory, when the chained nations 
triumphantly break their shackles of bondage. it 1s 
our hope that there shall come into being. under 


British guardianship, a free Palestine, with no 


domination of Jew over Arab, nor of Ajab. over 
Jew: and, furthermore, that our harricd Jewish 
brethren everywhere shall, like every other buman 
group, be assured freedom of faith and sneech, 
freedom from the terror of want. and freedon: from 


the tortures of fear.”

A SOLDIER’S VIEWS 


Officials’ Sabotage of Jewish 
Endeavours 


“1 do not think that Zionism will ever progress 
under « British Mandate or under British aegis. If 
1 were in Dr. Weizmann’s place I would use my 
yimost endeavours to try to get America to take 
over the Palestine Mandate, and get away from 
Whitchall. You will get more sympathy in America. 
They are more realistic than we are, There is less 
anti-Zionism in America than in this country. They 
are more constructive, have broader views, and are 
a most practical people. You must not continue 
to deal with men who give with one hand and take 
away with the other.” 

So stated Colonel R. Meinertzhagen, D.S.O.. at 
the last of the three public lectures on “ The War, 
the Jews, and Palestine,” held under the auspices 
of the Zionist Federation, at the City Literary Insti- 
tute, ondon, W.C.,-last week. Colonel Meinertz- 
hagen spoke on “ The Middle East, with especial 
reference to the Jewish National Home.’ Mr. J. 
Linton presided. 

Various suggestions, said Colonel Meinertzhagen. 
have been made to give the Jews a national home in 
places outside Palestine. People who considered 
those .ureestions had not the remotest idea what 
Zionism meant to the Jews. Outside Palestine meant 
nothine whatever to the Jews. Jews were a distinc- 
tive type, and they certainly had a destiny, none 
could deny that, 

After stating that the Whitchall attitude towards 
Zionism was one of sabotage and obstruction, Co! 
Meinertzhagen said that Palestine had become a 

reat deal more important now than it ever was 

fore the war. If ever Hitler got the Caucasus, 
there would be little difhcultv in coming down 
throuch Palestine and taking the Suez Canal. ff 
there was a strong and healthy Palestine now instead 
of a di.connected and unarmed Palestine, it would

The Jewish Fighting Force

UNIFYING FUND-RAISING 


Collecting for Palestinian Institutions 


IN US. 


The efforts to unify as far as possible fund-raising 
in the U.S.A. on behalf of Palestine (writes an 
American correspondent) made a further stride with 
the establishment of the American Fund for Pales- 
tine Institutions. Founded last year on the initiative 
of Fdward A. Norman, the new organisation 15 
gradually extending its work, covering more ground 
and enlisting the support of circles that have hitherto 
shown little interest in the building up of Palestine 
While for the first six months of the year 1941 1 
disbursed $21,000 to the beneficiary institutions in 
Palestine, its budget for 1942 provides allocations 
to the amount of $250,000. 

The Fund has been formed as a single consolidated 
appeal to replace the increasing number of separate 
appeals coming each year from the educational, 
cultural. and social service institutions of Palestine 
and not included in any othér nation-wide united 
appeal. It is outside the jurisdiction of the Zionist 
Organisation or Jewish Agency. The founders, 
among whom art many non-Zionists, agreed that 
** it is essential in these crucial days that Jews every- 
where assist in keeping up the strength of the Jewish 
community in Palestine and of its vital and con- 
structive institutions. . . . Their work fs an integral 
part of democracy’s struggle.”

Fach institution applying for assistance 1s investl- 
gated with the aid of the Fund's Palestine Advisory 
Board and has to undertake not to solicit wellare 
funds in America. 

The list of the 15 Palestinian institutions which 
will receive budgetary allocations in 1942 includes 
two theatres. the Symphony Orchestra and Con- 
servatoire of Music, a number of technical and trade 
schools, physical training centres, and the Keren 
Hatarbut. What is rather puzzling in these alloca- 
tions is the absence of institutions serving the middle 
class in Palestine, and the allocation of $25,000 for 
the Hechalutz in America, which can hardly be 
described as a “ Palestine Institution.”

ICHUD TO CLARIFY ITS 
POSILION 


Pledge to Inner Actions Committee 


Ihe Press Department in Jerusalem of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine has issucd a communiqué 
Stating that the Inner Committee of the Zionist 
General Council (the “ Small Ace"), at its ad- 
journed meeting last week, decided to discontinue 
the debate on the activities and aims of the Ichud, 
Dr. Magness new society, until such time as the 
Ichud published additional details in cxplanation of 
its programme. 

Ihe Inner Committee heard spokesmen of the 
Ichud—their names are not given in the com- 
muniqué—who gave the following pledges: 

(1) That the Ichud has not conducted, and docs not intend 
to conduct, any political negotiations with external 
factors 

(2) That the Ichud accepts Zionist discipline, specifically in 
the sense that the conduct of any and all political negotia- 
tions he exclusively within the competence of the Exaccutive 
of the Jewish Agency 

(4) That the Ichud will ‘ the near future publish additional 
details of tts aims and purposes, thus clarifying its political 
Programme Ihe forthcoming published matcrial will also 
include a clear-cut statement of the Ichud's attitude towards 
cmintation 

The Committee accepted the promises as given 
and agreed to postpone any further discussion until 
the explanations and clarifications are published. 

Mr. Moshe Shertok, the communiqué also stated, 
reported on his conversations in Jerusalem with 
Mr. Wehdell Willkie, personal representative of 
President Roosevelt, and Mr. R. G. Casey, Minister 
of State in the Near Bast. 

The Committee approved the re-clection to the 
Keren Kayemet Board of Directors of Rabbi Meir 
Berlin, Mr. J. Wilkansky, and Mr. Samucl 
Lssishkin. 


Mizrachi Demands Dr. Magnes's Resignation

known; the Supreme Committee of the Mizrachi 
unanimously decided to demand that Dr. Magnes 
resign. as President of the Hebrew University 
because of the prominent part he has played in the 
Ikchud.

“working the interests of Zionism and 
Jionisms ultimate aim-—Palestine as a Jewish 
static.”

SHIPS OF CONCRETE 
Retugee Shipbuilder who Escaped Nazis 


The second concrete fishing vessel built in 
Palestine by the Concrete Shipbuilding Company 
was launched at Tel-Aviv recently. It is a 90-ton 
trawler, 164 metres long, and 1 named Jonah. 
Kirentocrete No. 2. The war-time programme of 
the company includes the launching of a fleet of 
some 25 trawlers to make the country seli-suflicicnt 
im regard to fish, and the mass-production of con- 
crete barges, tankers, launches, and cargo vessels 

According to the tounder of the company, Mr 
Joseph Krenter, refugee shipbuilder from 
Spalato, Yugoslavia, there are no real obstacles to 
the launching of 2,000 tons of- conerete shipping a 
week. Apart from a small quantity of tron piping, 
all the materials used could be of local origin. 

In 1938. in Serbia, Mr. Krenter and his partner 
periccted a formula for a concrete mixture that was 
scven times as watertight as ordinary concrete. 
Learning o: Mr. Krenter’s success, the Germans 
seized French shares of the Split shipyard when- 
they entered Parts and lost no time in sending agents 
for documents of plans of concrete ship production, 
But with the aid of the British authorities in Yugo- 
Slavia, Mr. Krenter escaped when the Nazis invaded 
the country, taking with him blue-prints and part 


MEMORIAL CONVENTION TO 
USSISHKIN 


Pilgrimage to His Grave 


The first anniversary of the death of Menahem 
Ussishkin was observed in Palestine by the convo- 
cation of a national land convention devoted to the 
development and expansion of the land-redemption 
campaign of the Keren Kayemet. The convention 
was attended by representative political, industrial, 
commercial, municipal, and youth circles: 

Several hundred delegates from all parts of the 
country made a pilgrimage to Nikanor’s Cave, where 
the tombstone at Ussishkin’s grave was unveiled. 
Rabbi Meir Berlin delivered a memorial address on 
the late President of the Jewish National Fand, 
whose spirit, he said, lived on in every dunam of 
redeemed land. 

Ihe delegates then assembled in the Rosenbloom 
Hall of the Hebrew University. Rabbi Berlin opened 
the convention by asking the delegates to rise in 
silent tribute to the Jewish soldiers who had given 
their lives on the battlefields of this war and to the 
scores of thousands of Jewish civilians in Nazi- 
occupied countries murdered or tortured to death 
by that “ enemy of mankind, Hitler.” 

Dr. Abraham Granovsky, Managing Director of 
the Keren Kayemet, Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of 
the Political Department of the Jewish Agency, Mr. 
Moshe Smilansky, President of the Jewish Farmers’ 
Federation of Palestine, Mr. S. Hoofien, General 
Manager of the Anglo-Palestine Bank, Mr. Berl 
Katznelson, and Mr. Yodelevitz, member of the 
Bilu, were among the speakers. 

The mecting unanimously adopted a manifesto 
calling upon all Jews in Palestine and in the 
Diaspora to honour the memory of Ussishkin by 
expanding the movement for the redemption of the 
land.

hood that any discussion of this sort may accen- 
tuate the sharp differences which have arisen within 
its ranks.

NAZIS’ MASTER-PLAN 
FOR JEWS 


Vast Hell-Camp in E. Europe 


Alarming reports of a new and comprehensive 
Nazi plan to “ accelerate the solution of the Jewish 
problem in Europe ™ in an unprecedented manner 
have reached Jewish organisations in New York. The 
plan indicates the Nazis’ determination to drive out 
every Jew from Western Europe; to segregate 
millions of Jews in a specially selected arca in 
Eastern Europe, probably in the former Russian- 
Polish frontier zone: and to treat the Jews of this 
gigantic reservation as prisoners and hostages to be 
dealt with according to the situation that may arise 
out of war developments. 

Details of the Nazis’ intentions were of such a 
bestial nature that though the source of information 
is considered trustworthy, steps were taken to check 
the report. Meanwhile, the Gestapo is said to have 
issued orders that the deportation of all Jews from 
Germany, Austria, Holland, Belgium, and occupied 
France shall be completed BY the end of the year. 
The decision of the Pétain Government to deliver all 
forcign Jews living in unoccupied France seems to 
be part of Beriin’s master-plan. 


Dutch Jews “ Ready to Leave ” 


In Holland, the deportation of Jews for forced 
labour in Nazi-occupied territories continues una- 


bated. It 1s now known that some of the Jewish 
exiles were sent to Birkenay, in Upper Sulesia, 
where they are working in labour gangs. The 


Jewish Council in Amsterdam has issued a warning 
to Jews that they are lable to be deported at very 
short notice, and that every Jew must therefore 
hold himself in readiness to leave. Announcing that 
Jews in Amsterdam and The Hague are forbidden 
to sit on benches even in the parks, squares, and 
streets which they are allowed to enter, the Nazis 
state that/offenders will be immediately arrested 
and put to work in Germany with their families. 

In Belgium, the Nazis have issued an order that 
the Jews in Antwerp and Brussels may -livé only 
m certain streets allotted to them to form purely 
Jewish quarters. - Non-Jewish residents have been 
ordered to move. This seems to be the preliminary 
step to the establishment of ghettocs, and perhaps 
to subsequent deportation. 

The notorious Czech fortress town of Terezin 
(Theresienstadt) has become so overcrowded as a 
result of the arrival of tens of thousands of Jewish 
deportees from the Reich and Western Europe that 
a new concentration camp for Czechoslovak Jews 
has had to be established in a village near Tabor. 

Our Jerusalem correspondent. cables: 

According to a Jewish refugee who has recently 
arrived trom Bulgaria, the authorities in Sotia have 
imposed an extortionate “ Community emigration 
tax “" upon Jews, which it is feared indicates pre- 
parations for the transport of Bulgarian Jewry to 
Eastern Poland. 

The German Government has issued a decree 
ordering municipalities in the Third Reich to erase 
from their books and registers the names ot ‘all Jews 
deported to Eastern Europe. 


The Nazis in Lithuania and Latvia have drafted 
numbers of Jews into torced labour units te work 
in the fields and help in gathering the harvest. The 
Jews to whom the harvest work is allotted have to 
work separately from the non-Jews, under the 
supervision of Nazi guards, 
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such heroes.

THE BLACK HOLE OF 
KOVNO 


Survivors Tell of Nazi Atrocities 


An cye-witness who was one of the four survivors 
of a massacre of 800 Jews carried out by the Nazis 
last year in Kovno, Lithuania, has just reached 
the Russian lines. He relates that the Nazis took 
the Jews, who included women and children, to a 
fire-station and locked them in. All their belongings 
were seized. The Jews were kept at the fire-station 
without food or water for days. All the windows 
and doors were closed, and about 200 of the victims 
died of starvation or suffocation. Then the Nazis 
opened the windows and doors and machine-gunned 
the survivors, The four that escaped owed their 
lives to a drunken Nazi soldier who allowed them 
to escape. 

In the Ponevezh district, in Lithuania, the Nazis 
massacred 11,000 Jews. Pleas by Catholic priests 
to spare the children and place them in their care 
were ignored. 

A report that the cities of Minsk and Vitebsk in 
Nazi-held White Russia, which had large Jewish 
populations, are now “* completely judenrein © has 
been brought to Moscow by two Russian guerrillas. 

“We have been in many cities and villages in 
White Russia, including Minsk and Vitebsk, but no- 
where did we sce any Jews,” one of the men told 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. “I! believe that 
there are none left in the whole of occupied White 
Russia,” he added. (tA report from another source 
says that one Jew remains alive in Vitebsk. He its 
a doctor, and the Nazis need his help.) 

The two men witnessed the massacre by the Nazis 
of 984 Jews in a valicy near the town of Delchitzi, 
in White Russia. “ The adults, men as well as 
women, were killed by machine-guns, while the 
children were thrown into a huge grave and buried 
alive,” one of them said, 

Another eye-witness account tells of the massacre 
of about 1,400 Jews in the ghetto of Velizh, in the 
Vitebsk area (now once again in Sovict hands). When 
Hitler's men were forced to retreat, they locked 
the Jews in a pig-sty and set fire tot. Those who 
tried to escape were machine-gunned. 


Drowned in the Dvina 


In another place near Vitebsk, thousands of Jews 
were placed in boats on the Dvina, which were then 
overturned. Those who tried to reach the shore 
were shot. The Nazi- butchers, gloating over the 
cries of the drowning Jews, cven totced the non- 
Jewish population to watch the seenes of horror. 
Many other Jews who hid trom the Nazis were 
trapped and buried alive 

In Kalishki, near Vitebsk. a Nazi force, which 
arrived to punish’ guerrillas, looted Jewish belong- 
ings, massacred large numbers of Jews, and set fire 
to the town, 

Sovirr War News reports that last February all 
the Jews in Pskov, including women, children, and 
old people, numbering about 1,000, were removed 
from the town and tortured to death in a quarry 
near the village of Vaulino. 

In Toropets, in the Kalinin district, all the 95 
Jewish inhabitants were placed in front of a pit and 
shot. In Novozibkovo (Ukraine) and in neighbour- 
ing places. the Nazis looted all Jewish belongings, 
shot all the male Jews. buried all the Jewish children 
alive, and violated the Jewish girls and women there, 


SOVIET PRAISES JEWISH HEROES 


The Soviet press, featuring a number of reports 
on the bravery of Jews in the Russian Army, singles 
out Sergeant Nahum Filinowsk1, disclosing that he 
has successfully carried out a total of 688 important 
operations at the front. Filinowski has been at 
the front from the first day of the Nazi attack 
Another Jew whose courage and bravery 1s harled 
in Pravoa is C. Blaustein, a. first-aid instructor 
wha. during recent battles, carried 161 wounded 
Russian soldiers to safety under severce’enemy fire. 

A Soviet liaison officer who has returned to 
Kuibyshev from a region in Nazi-oceupied central 
Russia, where guerrilla units are operating under 
orders delivered to them by Russian parachutists, 
reports that hundreds of Jews are fighting in the 
ranks of the guerrillas, in the rear of the Nazi 
armies, “1, myself, am a Jew,” he said, “ and I 
was pleased to see the large number of Jews in the 
gucrrilla units.” He related a number of instances 
of how Jewish men and women guerrilla com- 
manders succeeded in securing explosives and in 
blowing up German military trains, motor-cars, 
bridges, and warchouses. 

A Jewish woman dentist, Sonia Gurman, of 
Vitebsk, has earned great praise for her bravery in 
action. She succeeded in saving hundreds of Jews, 
including women and children, by transporting them 
from invaded territory to the Russian hnes. 

Fhe Soviet Government is issuing new postage 
stamps to commemorate the deeds of heroes on the 
Russian battiefields. One of them will commemorate 
the late Jewish Cossack leader, General Dovator. 
who took a leading part in the.defcat of the Germans 


at Moscow, 
Stalingrad Warrior 


Among the Soviet fighters who have gained dis- 
tinction in the defence of Stalingrad 1s a 20-year- 
old Jewish soldier named Abraham Resnitsky. Last 
year he joined a Cossack force as a volunteer, and 
now he has been decorated twice for his bravery in 
the Stalingrad battle. 

An outstanding Russian Jewish hero is Submarine 
Commander Isaye Zelbst, who recently proceeded 
to the vicinity of an enemy port in the Black Sea 
and sank a large transport despite its strong 
protection.

BADGE OF HONOUR 
Belgians Defy Nazis 


The Rexist pro-Nazi newspaper Pays Rem 
recently complained that Belgian primary schoo} 
teachers were not doing their duty in telling young 
Jewish schoolchildren the real significance of the 
Star of David they are compelled to wear, fy 
reported an instance in which a schoolmistress< 
taking her class out for an outing, was overheard 
telling a little girl: “ Nota, stand up straight. Show 
how proud you are to wear the pretty star,”’ 

The. appearance in the streets of Malines of a 
local priest of Jewish origin wearing the yellow 
badge was recently the signal for spontancous 
demonstrations of sympathy, and the priest was 
everywhere loudly cheered. The Getapo authorities 
later arrested him for staging anti-Nagi 
demonstration, 

Belgian patriots, described as members of the 
militant anti-Nazi “ White Brigade,” recently dyna. 
mited and derailed a train carrying to Germany 
furniture and other household articles seized from 
Jewish houses for the benefit of bombed-out German 
families. 


DUTCH PATRIOTS 


A 23-year-old Jewish baker named I. Roodenburg 
has been sentenced to death by a German high court 
ut Utrecht for having organised a “ solidarity 
group " which took care of the victims fallen for 
the liberation of Holland. Three other members 
ol the group were also sentenced to death and three 
were sentenced to long terms of mMpPrisonment. 
Roodenberg stated m court that his group had first 
the objcet to support Jews, but later took up the 
hight against the Mussert movement. 

Nazi court at The Hague has sentenced a 
woman named Feenstra to two years’ imprisonment 
for listening for a long period to Radio Oranee. for 


spreading tts news everywhere, and for repeated 
mahecnous eapression of anti-German feelings in 
Streets and in offices. After publication of the regu- 
lation enforcing the wearing of the Jewish star. she 
wore the star in the streets although she was not 
Jewish,

The notorious Bucharest Nazi organ, the Porunca 
Vremit, complams of scorched carth methods 
adopted by Jewish resisters of persecution im 
Rumania.

THE UNNAMED ALLY 
America and the Jews 


[From a Correspondent—New York] 


Following the policy recently adopted by the 
US. War partment and seemingly favoured by 


units are to be formed on American soil. A Free 
Italion Legion of anti-Fascists to fight with the 
United Nations against the Axis will be organised 
by Count Carlo Sforza, who initiated the’ Free. 
Italian movement. Polish battalions comprising 
natives of Poland and those of Polish extraction 
| are also to be formed in America. Only those who 
have served either in the American or Polish Army 
will be eligible for enlistment. Volunteers from 
other countries will have to go to the U.S. as civilians 
and enlist on arrival. 

The announcements, coming as they do after the 
formation of the Norwegian Battalion in the U.S. 
Army, emphasise the American Government's posi- 
tive attitude to the creation of national fighting units 
on American soil. These will not be separate armies 
but distinct national units within the American Army 
charged with special duties during, as well as after, 
the war. Knowledge of national languages and 
local conditions by the volunteers is considered to 
be of exceptional Value in the planned large-scale 
operations in Europe. 

It is characteristic that both the Italians and the 
Poles, while most sympathetic to the Jewish Army 
plan, would like the Jewish nationals of their respec- 
tive countries to join their battalions. Count Carlo 
Sforza expressed the hope that “ many Jews would 
join the Free Italian Legion.” 

The change in the U.S. Government's attitude to- 
wards the formation of distinctive national military 
units here raises again the all-important question 
of promoting a Jewish fighting force in the Western 
Hemisphere. The decision of the British Govern- 
ment to form a Palestine Regiment comprising 
Jewish and Arab units did not solve the problem. 
Neither has it stopped the movement for a Jewish 
Army recruited from Jews all over the world. Both 
the American Emergency Committee for Zionist 
Affairs and the Committee for a Jewish Army pursue 
their efforts here, the latter stressing the wider, all- 
Jewish aspect of the Army plan and making appro- 
priate use of the significant developments. 


Overlooked 


The life, work, and struggle for freedom of the 
United Nations is described in a 46-page illustrated 
pamphict, * The Thousand Million,” issued by the 
US. Othce of War Information. The object is to 
give Americans a picture of their allies throughout 
the world. Tributes are paid to heroic deeds of al! 
nations umited in the effort “ to destroy the forces 
of the Nazis.”. The Dominican Republic is praised 
for opening its borders to refugees from war-torn 
Europe. In a tribute to Soviet Russia, it is pointed 
out that “ there is no race prejudice there.” Also 
the gallantry of Luxembourg is hailed because “the 
spirit of independence and democracy burns brightly 
in the hearts of its 297,000 people. “Only one people 
is entirely overlooked. The word Jew does not 
appear in the booklet, and no reference is made to 
the part played by Jewry in this war. For the Office 
of War Information, the Jewish people doves not 
exist as a constituent of the United Nations.

New York Election Certainty 


Each of the three American parties—the Demo- 
cratic, the Republican, and the American Labour 
Party ~contesting the elections tor a New York State 
administration this autumn have nominated a Jew 
as candidate for the post of Attorney General. It 
seems that the leaders have taken particular pains 
tO secure a Jewish nominee. 

_ Henry Epstein, Solicitor-General of New York 
State since 1932, is the Democratic choice. His 
connection with the Jewish community is slight. 

Nathaniel Goldstein is the Republican 
nominee. He is associated with local Jewish 
charities. 

_ Alexander Kahn, manager of the Yiddish daily, 
FORWARD, and member of the Board of the Joint 
Distribution Committee, has been nominated by 
the American Labour Party. He is very popular 
with the Jewish labour masses of New York. 


There are also a considerable number of Jews 
among candidates for judgeships and other posts. 
The three Gubernatorial candidates are all sup- 
Porters of President Roosevelt's forcign policy, and 
they have made a point of stressing their determina- 
) tion to combat racial bias and discrimination. John 
» J. Bennet, the Democratic candidate, is quoted as 
; having said in a speech at a public meeting in 1941:

Dewey, the Republican nomince, said: “ Name a

The platforms of all three parties are most explicit 
on the question of race prejudice. The Republicans 
State that “ the existing preyidice, as exemplilied by 
Poll taxes, discrimination in war production, and 
the armed forces, makes our otherwise solemn pro- 
houncements of democratic principles a hollow 
mockery, .. . We condemn all laws or govern- 
mental practices that discriminate directly or 1n- 
directly against any person on fecoun of race, 
colour, creed,-class, or national origin.”’ 

“We urge the elimination of loyalty tests for 
aliens on the basis of national origin alone,” the 

‘-L.P. declares. “Of major importance is the 
elimination of race hatred in all forms. In the vital 
field of war production, this must mean the granting 
of jobs to all persons regardless of race or colour. 

nd the Democratic party platform visualises a 
Post-war America ‘“* where there will be no racial 
Prejudice, no religious antagonisms.”’ 

The far-reaching importance of these forthcoming 
elections lies in the traditional influence of New 
York State on the national policies of the country.

FRENCH JEWS FOR 
MOROCCO CAMP? 


The official German Radio news service 
announced on Monday that a special concentration 
camp for Jewish “ criminals " from Metropolitan 
France had been established by General Nogues 
in French Morocco. The camp will be for French 
Jews convicted of “ black market operations, in- 
fringements of currency regulations, spreading 
Anglo-Saxon propaganda, and espionage.” Several 
thousands are already incarcerated, the announce- 
ment added. It is feared that the opening of this 
‘ criminals’ "’ camp may be merely a pretext for 
the deportation of French Jews from Nazi-occupied 
France, Since Laval could with difficulty consent 
to the handing over of French-born Jews to the 
Germans, it may be that a compromise solution has 
rye found in their deportation to French North 

rica, 


It is reported that 750 French non-Jews, including 
130 women, were sent to a concentration camp 
because they paraded in the streets of Paris wearing 
the Star of David sign when they heard of the British 
landing at Dieppe. 

The Union of French Jews has been ordered by 
Vichy to find 6,000,000 francs monthly (approxim- 
ately £34,000), “ for its working expenses." The 
sum 1s to be raised by a levy on Jewish families in 
the occupied and unoccupied zones.

on the train were the words: “ Property of the 
Wehrmacht. Any person tying to open this truck 
will be shot.” 

Die Tacwacit, of Berne, reports that the intern- 
ment camp at Rivesaltes, in the Pyrenees, has been 
made a central collection camp for Jews from the 
unoccupied zone. Rivesaltes is considered from the 
hygienic standpoint-to be the worst of all the camps. 
Here it is decided who will be deported, and future 
refugee trains will leave for the east from here. 
Thus the Jewish persecution, the paper comments, 
has been removed from Marseilles and Toulouse, 
and the control formerly exercised by the public 
and religious organisations has accordingly 
decreased, The persecution is now being intensified 

Persons now at Rivesaltes include some out- 
standing intellectuals, Some 300 still remain at Les 
Milles camp, one half being non-Jews, and the other 
half Jews from neutral countries friendly to the 
Axis: It is reported that they, too, will shortly be 
deported, The French public generally expects 
fresh mass arrests, including those of thousands of 
Jews who evaded the police in August, and the 
persons aiding them, + 

The Vichy Government press and radio, obviously 
acting on the orders of the Propaganda Ministry, 
is now trying desperately to stem the tide of popular 
sympathy for the persecuted Jews. A spokesman of 
the Commissariat for Jewish Aflairs broadcasting 
from Toulouse, sought to blame the failure of all 
Pétain’s social, economic, and political “ reforms ” 
on the Government's disinclination to tackle the 
Jewish problem until now. * The prerequisite for the 
emancipation of the French people,” the speaker 
said, “ is that the people must learn to treat the 
Jews as foreigners--danegerous foreigners.” '

HOW SCOTLAND AIDED 
REFUGEES 


Sir Herbert Emerson’s Visit 


At the invitation of the Scottish National Council 
for Refuvees. Sir Herbert Emerson, League ol 
Nations High Commissioner for Refugees, and Mr. 
Otto Schiff paid a visit to Edinburgh recently. The 
visitors were received by the Lord Provost, who is 
himself a member of the Council, 

Ihe visitors met many members of the Scottish 
National Council, including Lord Elgin, Viscount 
Traprain, Mr. Norman L. Hird, Rabbi Dr. Salis 
Daiches. the Rev. W. W. Gauld (Chairman of the 
Scottish Christian Council for Refugees), Mr. 
Joseph Sachs, and Mr. Michael Black and Mr. 
Jack Hamson (Woint Chairmen of the Glasgow 
Jewish Refugee Commitiee). They also attended 
a meeting of the Council, which is representative ol 
Jewish and Christian refugee workers. They 
visited Glasgow, where they met not only members 
of the Jewish Refugee Committee, but also saw 
some of the refugees, and had an opportunity of 
seeing the practical case-work being done by that 
Committee. They were the guests at lunch of Sir 


‘Maurice Bloch and the Glasgow Jewish Refugee 


Commitice ; 

On the last day of their visit, they inspected a 
pioneer camp in the South-East of Scotland, com- 
posed almost entirely of German and Austrian 
refugees. 

They also saw Polton House, the successor to 
Whittingehame. where refugee children are being 
trained in agriculture. They were received by Mr. 
R. Cohen (Chairman of the Committee), Rabbi Dr. 
Salis Daiches, Mr. L. J. Cohen (Hon. Treasurer), 
Dr. S. Lipetz, and Mrs. L. J. Cohen (Convener of 
the House Committee), together with other members 
of the Committee and the Headmaster, the Rev. 
Y. L. Goodman, and members of the staff. They 
inspected the house and grounds where they saw 
the pupils at work in the various departments—shoe- 
repairing, carpentry, laundry, kitchen, etc. » 

Sir Herbert, during his visit, spoke in the highest 
terms of the work done in Scotland for refugees by 
the Scottish National Council and by the various 
committees affiliated to it.

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A GREAT STEP 
FORWARD 


THE formation of a Council of Christians and Jews, 
announced this week, is a sage response to a pressing need, 
and is to be welcomed by all who have at heart the 
spiritual well-being and peace of this country. Its aims 
are simply and clearly set forth in the official statement, 
and its Council, over which the Primate presides, includes 
religious and lay leaders of the Jewish and Christian 
Communities speaking with commanding authority and 
influence. 

The significance of the Council is plain as well as 
important. At a time when a ruthless tyranny is trying 
to stamp out “ the traditional religious and spiritual values 
of mankind,” in which, as the Council points out, the Nazis 
recognise their most dangerous antagonist, the guardians of 
those values draw closer in a spirit of mutual amity. Anti- 
Semitism, which is “in the forefront” of the Nazis’ 
efforts, is singled out, in ‘particular, as a deadly enemy of 
those values. The Christian ecclesiastics agree that anti- 
Semitism is “ repugnant to the moral principles common 
to Christianity and Judaism alike.” “ We cannot afford,” 
the official statement “roundly declares, “to ignore the 
effects of the steady propagation of this evil throughout 
the world. It is not only a menace to the unity of every 
community in which it takes root, but it is the very 
negation of those values on which alone we believe that a 
new and better world can be established.” In these words 
we have a formal and authoritative recognition that anti- 
Semitism is not a matter for Jews alone, but a challenge 
of equal if not greater gravity to non-Jews. ‘It is their 
national unity, their moral and religious status, their 
dearest hopes for the future, which the assault on Jews 
and Judaism is placing in direst jeopardy. It is certainly 
a Christian quite as much as a Jewish peril. That is what 
the formation of this Council means, and the importance 
of the step is confirmed day by day by every Nazi utter- 
ance, every Nazi deed, every Nazi victory that plants the 
swastika, in arrogant triumph, in a new land. Henceforth, 
an organised and permanent body, consisting of a majority 
of non-Jews, will be in the field against the machinations 
of the common enemy, and that is surely something of 
precious value gained for the common cause. 

In this drawing together one elementary precaution has 
been carefully taken. A perusal of the aims in view makes 
it crystal clear that anything in the nature of religious 
fraternisation has been sternly ruled out. No possible 
opportunity is provided for misreading the functions of the 
Council to include any search for a religious accommoda- 
tion, and certainly not to permit of any attempt, Overt or 
covert, by any party to intrude into the religious field 
of another. Wise and far-seeing minds have realised that 
a contrary policy, blurring the real religious differences 
that separate the various creeds, > would only confuse 
counsel, breed friction, and sooner or later wreck the 
whole movement. Upon the agreed basis, however, and 
in an atmosphere of complete religious independence, 
work of far-reaching consequence can and will be done, 
work positive and not merely negative or destructive. It 
will build as well as overthrow. 

The fight against anti-Semitism, for instance, will be 
accompanied by moves to promote mutual understanding 
and good will between Christians and Jews—especially 
in connection with problems arising from conditions 
created by the war. Such problems may come in acute 
form with the advent of peace. But a moment's thought 
of the Jewries scattered up and down the country by the 
war will convince one that other cares are with us here 


‘and now. Further positive steps are envisaged such as 


the promotion of fellowship between Christian and Jewish 
youth organisations in the educational and cultural spheres 
—a movement, as our readers Know, that has already been 
launched—and the fostering of co-operation in study and 
service directed to post-war reconstruction. Such co-opera- 
tion—in furthering social progress, and in steady support 
of the Four Freedoms—could not but become a fruitful 
comradeship, fruitful in deepening mutual respect, in 
furthering human happiness, and in bringing nearer the 
Kingdom of God on earth. And while the programme of 
work very properly provides for religious non-inter- 
ference, it clearly leaves each community, Jewish and non- 
Jewish, with the obligation to be alert for every act or 
thought of intolerance on the part of any of its members 
towards any other body, and with the corresponding duty 
to check such manifestations. S 

The Council, while laying down broad principles of 
activity, very properly refrains from entering largely into 
detail. Time will- bring the tasks, which may well be 
onerous enough. There will be mistakes to be corrected. 


New fields of labour will be opened up by the kaleidescopic 
procession of events in an ever hurrying and changing 
world. The great thing is that when the new developments 
arise there will be a body of unexcelled consultative and 
spiritual authority ready and available to cope with the 
difficulties that the changes will bring. : 
The public must be on its guard against impatient 
clamour for concrete results of the Council's endeavour. 
Some may, indeed, evidence themselves here and there. 
But the full effects of the quiet and patient labours now to 
begin will not be measurable or ponderable at any given 
hour of any given day, Indeed, it may well turn out that 
the greater the blessings which the labours of the Council 
bestow, the less obvious or even noticeable their results 
may be immediately to the public eye. Deep-seated evils 
cannot be eradicated by the waving of a magic wand. Ihe 
powers of wickedness, ignorance, and thoughtlessness, of 
long-inherited prejudice, cannot easily be conjured away. 
The Kingdom of God is not to be handed to restless 
spirits on a platter. Much care and devotion must go to 
its building, and perhaps many setbacks, disappointments, 
and heart-breaks. But a solid start has been made, and the 
gratitude alike of Jews and non-Jews must go out to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and his coadjutors, Jewish and 
Gentile, whose tireless initiative, devoted application to a 
none too easy task, breadth of vision, fine human feeling, 
and grasp of the conditions of present-day life, have con- 
verted a once elusive hope into an inspiring reality. 


THE CHILD MARTYRS OF FRANCE 


AN attempt is being made by Mr. Otto Schiff and others to 
rescue as many as possible of the little Jewish children of 
unoccupied France and place them in safety elsewhere. This 
is a great task of mercy, and it is pressing in the extreme. 
There are, of course. difficulties arising from the attitude of 
Vichy and its German collaborators. Even little children can 
be whipped into some service in a factory for feeding the Nazi 
war-god, and this means that the Nazis are unwilling to let 
them go, and, of course, Vichy is only too anxious to anticipate, 
as far as the stalwart men of France permit, the lightest—and 
lowest—wish of their Nazi masters. There is, also, a fierce and 
fanatical hatred of Britain in some Vichy circles, which makes 
them opposed to any transference of the little ones to this 
country, the best haven of all. And over and above these 
drawbacks loom the difficulties of transport. But even these 
obstacles ought surely not to deter still further effort. We 
need only mention one consideration: children under three 
are not only being torn from their parents but all their 
identification .marks are being destroyed so that mother, father, 
and child may be for ever separated. The British Government 
are prepared to grant permits of entry to children of refugees 
already here (both Jewish and non-Jewish) and whether one 
or both parents are in this country. We believe that the authonties 
are anxious to fulfil this intention—perhaps to eartend 
and we hope profoundly that they will persevere in their 
humanitarian purpose. | 


A DISSENTING VOICE 


WHEN, recently, there was expressed in these columns the 
gratitude which Jews everywhere felt for the memorable stand 
taken by the Pope, as well as the Catholic priesthood and laity 
of France, against the infamous Vichy pogroms, our remarks 

_elicited several letters couched in terms of touching personal 
appreciation from British, Catholics who had read them. 
In that attitude, they reflected the humane, understanding, and 
truly Christian sentiments of the leading organs of the Catholic 
Press. But in strange and harsh dissonance came the voice 
of a single Catholic paper, the CatHotic Heraip. It followed 
a grudging admission of the sufferings of the Jews with very 
wholehearted warnings against swallowing wholesale the reports 
about the French horrors, which might be only propaganda, 
and a suggestion that “the restoration of true French inde- 
pendence and the establishment there as elsewhere of just and 
sound laws that cannot be abused by any minority” (our italics) 
are the only solution—in other words, the sinister proposition 
that the Jews deserved all they got. Nor was this all. It returned 
to the subject with a jeering article on the broadcast representa- 
tion of the child-tortures in France, heading it with the scoffing 
title “Holy Innocents,” and giving it front-page emphasis, 
in black type and with a border all round. In the same issue 
there appeared a prominently displayed contribution with 
headlines in very large type, reeking with the foul rubbish 
of the anti-Semitic dustbin. This article, by a Mr. Stanley 
B. James, contained such malodorous “ titbits " as the following: 


“ Where Jews are found in large numbers and enjoy 
toleration this [the Jews] aggressiveness is manifested in 
a provocative manner which invites suppression.” 

“Who knowing him would guarantee that Israel settled 
in his ancestral home would not extend its boundaries to 
imperial dimensions and from that centre control the 
cultural and economic affairs of mankind? ” 

“ He [the Jew] is an irritant, so exasperating the world 
that, in order to overcome him, it must have recourse to 
the true, that is, the supernatural version of those racial 
qualities in which is his power to: dominate. Only the 
New Israel can hold in check the aggressiveness of Israel 
according to the flesh.” 


Bearing in mind, on the one hand, the explicit denunciations 
of Jew-baiting and anti-Semitism that have come from the 
Vatican, and on the other, the unchallenged authority of the 
Vatican in the Catholic world, one can only wonder at the 
cause of the vehemence which reveals itself in this pernicious 
and persistent campaign of anti-Semitic innuendo. Is the 
explanation to be found in the theory, to put it no higher, 
that political partiality towards the anti-Jewish forces of the 


Continent is stronger than respect even for the Holy Father 
himself? 


DEVIOUS POLITICS 


Tue CatHoric Heratp has, from the outset of the war, 
steered a devious political course. In the beginning it showed 
a curious fondness for Mussolini's regime in exact line with those 
French politicians who were the nucleus of the Vichy Govern- 
ment of to-day. Then Rumania attracted its benevolent attention. 
Vichy itself, ever since its infamous establishment, excited its 
consistently apologetic advocacy, explanatory understanding, 
and sympathetic interest. The mischievous folly of the Latin 
bloc, Laval’s pet international racket, has always been sedu- 
lously if surreptitiously pushed by this paper. And it is to-day, 
and upon Russia, standing heroically between the free peoples 
and a bloodthirsty and pagan tyranny, and bleeding at every 
pore, that the CaTHOLIC HERALD chooses to turn its most malevo- 
lent eye. In its columns a contributor is allowed to say that the 
“ frenzied agitation “ for a Second Front is “ not to be taken at 
its face value,” seeing that there are “ ulterior and sinister motives 
behind it.” In the leading article, Russia is described as an 
“unpopular partner” and the Prime Minister is alleged to 
regard the military alliance with her as “an ‘unpleasant 
necessity . . . Welcome as has been the help we have received, 
it will be found that it has been purchased at a terrible 
price....’ And apparently this paper hankers after an aban- 
donment of the alliance with Russia—which would be plain 
treachery in the face of the twenty years’ treaty—in exchange 
for an Italian alliance which, it thinks, might have happened 
if only Mr. Eden had been “more tactful.” The present 
Situation, it suggests, “ gives us an opportunity of a partial 
rectification of that mistake.” We are to obtain, instead of 
the heroes of Stalingrad, the growing friendship of people who 
fear the Communist menace scarcely less than they fear that 
of the Nazi—of impoverished and hungry Spain. of the 
determinedly neutral Argentina, and so forth, to which the 
paper perhaps would add the proven military prowess of 
Italy and the equally proven “honour” of perjured Vichy 


France. In other words, the Latin hA/oc shadow for the 
staunch and formidable Russian reality! Calling attention 
to this silly and mischievous manceuvring, we feel an 


especially sincere sympathy with our-Catholic fellow-citizens 
since the word “Catholic” has been irrelevantly attached to 
this pernicious twaddle. As Jews, we have suffered too often 
the pangs of general crucifixion for the misdeeds of individuals. 
We, however. realise very well that the species of journalism we

MORE MEN WANTED, BUT 


IN the postscript to the news, last Sunday, General Sir Ronald 
Adam, the Adjutant-General, made an urgent appeal for more 
recruits for the Women’s Services. It was an appeal which 
must command general support, and which will earnestly com- 
mend itself to the women of the Jewish Community. The 
immediate Object in view is the release of more and more men 
for the fighting ranks. The need for this is growing daily 
more insistent as the war travels to its climax. Many months 
ago the Prime. Minister foretold that the problem of 1942 would 
no longer be munitions but man-power, and his forecast has 
proved only too true. That being so, how strange it is that there 
should be a sizeable reservoir at the nation’s. disposal which 


has remained untapped—the many thousands of Jews in 
countries Of in circumstances where opportunities to ficht 
are not available, and whose only reasonable demand js to 


be allowed to fight as Jews to avenge hideous wrongs and to 
re-establish liberty and kindly dealing on earth. Has not-the 
lime come for serious reconsideration of that neglected though 
invaluable source? Is it not astonishing that the British 
Government refrained up to now from calling for the 
details of the Jewish Army Project, elaborated by experts at 
the instance of the Anglo-American Committee, and from 
threshing out the whole question with the representatives and 
experts of that influential body?

The Jews’ right to fight as Jews was, it is true, at the bevinning 
the victim of blundering and unhappy circumstance. 
pursued by the Zionist leaders, it presented itself as a specifically 
Zionist Or Palestinian matter. This raised a serious argument 
against wt, the fear of arousing Arab and Moslem resentinent. 
That fear, we believe. is in fact groundless, but equally 
in fact it is the argument that has weighed principally in 
authoritative circles and has been principally responsible tor 
depriving Jews up to now of their right to fight as Jews. [he 
Anglo-American Committee's project is free from this objection 
and has the added advantage of offering a source of fighting 
man-power large enough to be worth while. It is time the 
British Government changed their minds on this matter and 
corrected their Own misunderstanding of the larger projec! 
a misunderstanding that becomes. more patent with every 
Government utterance on the subject. The least the Govern 
ment can do, while wielding the fine comb for fighting man- 
power, is to go into the Jewish Army Project with the people 
who are propounding it and acquaint themselves fully with 
all the facts and arguments.’

“ENGLISHMEN WILL REJOICE” 


Under the heading of “ London's Jewish Lord 
Mayor,” the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, in its London 
Letter on Wednesday, commented: 

“No doubt the good Dr. Goebbels will be busy 
to-night making capital out of London's choice of 
a Jew for her next Lord Mayor, but many English- 

ven will rejoice at it. The election of Sir Samuel 

Teoroh is a symbol of our impenitent refusal to 
regard the anti-Semite creed as anything but bar- 
barously and vulgarly absurd. Sir Samuel is, of 
course, not the first Jewish Lord Mayor of 
L ondon. 

‘Our national record of dealing with the Jews 
is not a particularly proud one. We massacred 
them on the Coronation day of Richard I., John 
arrested all the Jews in England, and Edward I 
passed on them a sentence of expulsion from the 
country which was not officially repealed for more 
than three and a half centuries. ... 

‘Even in these later days local or individual 
ill-will has persisted. Yet the principle of tolerance 
and equal opportunity has grown and strengthened, 
producing a Jewish Prime Minister and a Jewish 
Viceroy of India, and the choice of Sir Samuel 
Joseph shows that it still holds firm.”

VISIT TO A PIONEER CAMP 


Commissions for Outstanding Aliens 
By Professor Norman Beniwich 


About a year ago I wrote an account of the depot 
of the friendly aliens’ companies of the Auxiliary 
Military Pioneer Corps. About that time some 
§.000 aliens, mainly Jewish refugees from Germany 
and Austria, were enrolled in the Corps, which had 
almost entirely British officers. A beginning had 
just been made with the grant of commissioned rank 
to outstanding non-commissioned officers who were 
not British subjects. A recent visit to one of these 
companies engaged on construction work for the 
Forces in the South of England indicated the 
steady integrating of the * strangers within the gate” 
into the war effort. 

The company is composed of some 2700 alien soldiers of 
the King. with six officers, three of them British and three 
non-British The Corps comprises 15 alien companies: and 
the intention is that eventually in each of them two or threc 
alicn officers holding His Majesty's commission will be 
aprointed. They are chosen from sergeants and quarter- 
master-sergeants, and are tested in an officers’ training unit 
for some months. If they make good, they are posted to 

a Pioneer Company or—more rarcly—to an Army Ordnance 
aenams So far the experiment has worked well, and the 
promoted men understand and give confidence to their ranks, 
they are often skilled engineers and capable of directing 
laree construction works, and they ect on well with their 
English fellows. It is regrettable that they have. not been 
posted to combatant units, where many would like to be. 

In this company one of the newly-commissioned subal- 


terns was from 1933-39 in Germany the director of one of 
the principal training centres of the Jewish Gemeinde of 
Berlin, and then the head of the group of skilled refugee 
workers who were brought to England to*prepare the transit 
camp of the Council for German Jewry for 3,000 refugees 
at Richborough, Kent. Another was a Jewish lawyer of one 
of the leading Jewish familics of Germany who, in the year 
preceding the war, dcvoted himsclf to the task of arranging 
the immigration into Britain of thousands of refugees. One 
of the N.C.O.8 is on Austrian architect who practised in 
England for some years and was the resident engineer and 
director of works in the Richborough Camp. The English 
commanding officer is a vetcran soldicr who has been with 
the refugee companics since they were formed. 

The company is kept cngaged in enterprises of construc 
tion. For SIX months in 1940 it was busy in thé demolition 
of the bombed areas of East London and had a perilous time 
during the nightly raids. Now it 1s working on the building 
of hutments for the American forces, on coastal defences 
and labour works, and on building gun-cmplacements 

It has not been unscathed The town where it is quartered 
has been bombed several times, and some of the men dis 
tinguished themscives in a raid by digging out buricd victims. 
And two have died. Their names are recorded, together 
with that of a Jewish chaplain of the district who diced on 
duty, upon a memorial tablet in the little Synagoguc which 
forms part of the Company Institute 


Developing Cultural Interests 


The men are encouraged by their officers to devclop their 
Jewish and general intelicctual interests. They have a reali 
mental library, drawing the funds from the profits of the 
canteen and fees which their band receives for perform- 
ances. They take in Jewish and English newspapers: they 
organise classcs and lectures on many subiccts: a discussion 
circle mects weekly to debate Jewish religious and social 
qucstions. A corporal is allotted to direct these activitics. 
He is an Orthodox Jew who organises a daily service in the 
Synagoguc. The men contributed last year over £50 for 
Palestine purposes and gave a sum for the planting of a 
grove in the King George V. Jubilee Forest of the Jewish 
National Fund in the name of their commanding officer. 
The company has achieved local fame by its small orchestra. 
which plays classical and popular music on the pier. The 
bandsmen take their part in the pioneers’ tasks, but eet off 
some time for the rchearsals.§ One member of the company 
has become a more than local celebrity by a different talent, 
broadcasting on the conditions of the prisoners in a German 
concentration camp. where he and many others were im- 
prisoned. And he is sent to talk to the troops in his clear, 
if forcign. English of what Nazi rule means 

When I paid my visit the men and their officers were 
taking part in a film which is being prepared about the 
alien soldicrs. The film unit which was photographing them 
in their daily tasks was directed by a German refuece. well 
known in the literary world, who is skilled to brine out the 
human story. The life of the company is indeed a living 
document which illustrates at once British freedom and 
humanity, Nazi tyranny and inhumanity. and Jewish lovalty 
and devotion to the cause of the United Nations. The mass 
of the men are anxious to go overseas if the opportunity is 
given them, and to take their places in an offensive againat 
the enenvics of the human race. They are now armed and 
trained to use rifles: and they will surcly give a eood account 
of themselves whatever they are called on to do

British and U.S. Troops Pray in 
Belfast’s Largest Hall 


To provide praying accommodation for the large 
numbers of British and U.S. soldiers who wished 
to attend services on the Holy-days, the Assembly 
Hall, the largest hall in the city, was placed at the 
disposal of the Central Council of Belfast Jewr 
by the heads of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland. 

The services were conducted by the Rev. M. 
Berman, Jewish Chaplain to the Forces in Northern 
Ireland. He was assisted by Major Strock, of the 
U.S. Army, and Major Theo Fligelstone, M.C., of 
the British Army. mn Rosh Hashana the services 
were intoned by Private Liss, of the U.S. Army, and 
on Yom Kippur by Private Litt, of the British 
Army. The Ark was made by the U.S. Forces, 
while the Belfast Hebrew Congregation lent Sifrei 
Torah. Rabbi J. Shachter gave the sermon on the 
second day Rosh Hashana. 

Belfast Jewry, through its Central Council, 
arranged for sleeping accommodation and hospi- 
tality for nearly 2,000 officers and men, who were 
lavish in their thanks to the Council and other 
authorities for making the arrangements and to the 
large number of Jewish familics who had them as 
their guests. 


When the Duchess of Abercorn (wife of H.G. the 
Governor of Northern Ireland) visited the Stewart 
Hall Colony for evacuees from Belfast, which is 
being run by Mr. N. Goorwitch, she expressed her 
praise for the excellent work done by Mr. Goor- 
witch and his committee for the evacuces, who are 
all non-Jews.

It is an estab- 
lished fact that over 75 per cent of the patients 
attending for treatment, cither as in-patients or out- 
patients, are non-Jewish. It ts equally true that by 
far the biggest portion of the annual subscriptions 
and donations is drawn from Jewish sources.”

Letters on Jewish-Christian Relations 


Frarres, the magazine of the Oxford and St. 
George's Club, continues to print the interesting 
letters sent by members serving in the Forces— 
letters from which many quotations have been 
printed in this column in the past, and recently in 
THe Times. 

Among the record number of communications 
which the current issue of the magazine contains, 
there are several which refer to relations with non- 
Jews. The letter of a young man, whose geogra- 
phical position is given as “ at sea,” shows him to 
occupy a somewhat similar position in the midst 
of present-day problems. 

“1 feel [he writes] that most of the religious propaganda 
preached to-day isn’t gectting any one anywhere. Has the 
word ‘Jew lost any of its degrading meaning in the war 
except in the few cases where our lads in the Forces have 
convinced their Gentile comrades that Jews haven't got 
horns. don't all wear gold watches, smoke cigars, and own 
thousands of pounds? Assuming that we are accepted as 
a normal people with the only difference that we pray 
differentiv. using Synagogues instead of churches, and 
observe our Festivals in our own way. do you think the end 
of this war will give us a better chance of ectting work in 
any factory in the country id which we happen to live? 
Until we can. in some practical manner, rid ourselves of this 
inferiority complex which is placed across our shoulders 
the moment we are born—this being tolerated as necessary 
evils—1! fail to see how we can progress in our age-old 
pursuit of universal liberty.” 


And these are extracts from other letters: 

“There are still a large number of pegple who believe 
that the Jews manage to wangle “ safe © jobs, even when they 
join the fighting units. The accusers are always protesting 
that no offence is meant against me. but then I am only one 
of the few ‘decent’ Jews.”’ .. " Anti-Semitiem is fairly 
non-existent A chap was gome off on a Jew 
had donc, and said. ‘I hate the Yids,. don't you?’ to a few 
of us. I told him | wes onc. and after being convinced he 
changed his mind. The fellow is really decent, but ignorant.” 
~~... Tam the only Jew in our platoon and am eectting along 
exceedingly well with all the other men.” ... “ Believe me, 
Gaffer, when I sav that I can do with a term or two of Kyder 
fis that how you spell it”). Sometimes I gct some awkward 
guestions fired at me and the aforesaid course would be most 
beneficial.”” . “ You would be very surprised if you were 
here to see the number of bovs that are not anti-Semitic 
Of course. quite a lot are, and that will always be. but I 
Can assure you that at every discussion I have been in there 
has always been one or more who has argued on my side. 
and certainly. in a very small way, good work has been 


done.”

ANOTHER AMERICAN JEWISH 
CHAPLAIN ARRIVES 


Rabbi Nadich, of Chicago 


Chaplain Judah Nadich, of the U.S. Army, has 
arrived in this country. He is the second American 
Jewish Chaplain to take up duties in England, the 
other being Chaplain Earl S. Stone. 

Chaplain Nadich was born in Baltimore, Mary- 
land, in 1912. He obtained his Bachelor of Arts 
degree in 1932 at the College of the City of New 
York, becoming M.A. at Columbia University tn 
1936, and in the same year taking his Rabbinical 
diploma at the Jewish Theological Seminary of 
America. On the completion of his course he was 
appointed Rabbi in Buffalo, where he worked for 
four years, leaving to take up a position as Rabbi 
of the Anshe Emet Synagogue, Chicago. There he 
was associated with Dr. Solomon Goldman, former 
President of the American Zionist Associayon. 


ARGUMENT ON CHOLLAS RECIPE 
Baker Prosecuted 


Conflicting views about chollas, the bread used 
generally when making Kiddush, were expressed 
during the hearing of a prosecution at Sunderland 
police court recently when a Jewish baker of New- 
castle was fined £30, plus 10 guineas costs, for aiding 
and abetting six offences by four Sunderland Jewish 
shopkeepers. Two of these were fined £1 each for 
selling bread above the maximum price fixed by the 
Maximum Prices Order, 1941, and £1 each for 
selling bread not of the permitted weight, contrary 
to the Weights and Measures (Sale of Food) Act, 
1926: and two others were fined £1 each for having 
in their possession for sale bread not of the permitted 
weight. The baker pleaded not guilty. 

The defence pointed out that under the Bread 
(Restriction of Sales) Order of 1940 the Minister 
exempted any bread of the kind and shape known as 
chollas from the restrictions imposed. It was 
unfortunate that the Minister, in giving this general 
licence, did not define what constituted chollas 

Argument during the case revolved largely round 
the question whether the recipe for chollas was 
* secret " or not, and a letter was quoted from the 
Bread Division of the Ministry of Food which 
suggested that a baker could only reasonably have 
in his possession for sale chollas at certain times, 
for consumption on the Jewish Sabbath or Festivals 

After evidence had been given by the Public 
Analyst that he found a loaf supplied by the baker 
to one of the shopkeepers no drfferent from ordinary 
National bread, the magistrates found the bread 
was not chollas bread within the meaning intended 
by the Ministry's gencral licence, and.imposed the 
fines stated. 

The attention of the Office of the Chief Rabbi 
has been drawn to this case and to some of the 
allegations made therein. Commenting upon them 
the Secretary to the Chief Rabbi writes to say that 
it can be authoritatively stated that any suggestion 
that there is a secret recipe for bread used by Jews 
on Sabbaths or Festivals is.an absolute fabrication 
—even in the case of bread used for “ Kiddush ” 
(the prayer ushering in the Sabbath or Festival with 
blessings of gratefulness for the sanctification of the 
day). “1 am desired to stress,” states the Chief 
Rabbi's Secretary in conclusion, “ that in fact, at 
all times, ordinary loaves of bread may be used on 
Sabbaths and Festivals, and particularly so in these 
days of stringency and restriction.”

GEORGE MEDAL FOR AIRMAN 
Noted Australian. Motor-Cyclist 


Information received from Australia states that 
the George Medal was recently awarded to Sergeant 
Lionel Maurice Van Praag, of the Royal Australian 
Air Force. The decoration was awarded for 
* courage of the highest order,” following an air 
operation against the Japanese, when Sergeant Van 
Praag was second pilot to Flying Officer N. Webster, 
who also gained the George Medal. 

Their aircraft was attacked by two Japanese 
fichters, and it was compelled to land on the open 
sea. It sank, and the crew of four took to the 
water, wearing their lifejackets. Webster surren- 
dered his jacket to a heavier man (a non-swimmer), 
and the fourth member of the crew was only hall- 
conscious, suffering from shock. Webster and Van 
Praag supported him and also towed the non- 
swimmer ashore. They were in the water 30 hours 
and beat off several shark attacks. 

Sergeant Van Praag, who was born in Sydney, 
was one of the best-known dirt-track motor-cyclists 
in the world, competing in world championship 
contests in England and Europe, and he was one of 
the Australian “ test” team which won the world 
team championship from England and the U.S.A. 
in the Melbourne Centenary celebrations.

TORAH LEGEND 


By AUNTIE 

EFORE God gave Israel the Torah He 

approached every tribe and nation and offered 

it to them, so that they could not afterwards 
say they had not been given the chance of having 
it. The children of Esau declined it, saying that 
their father, Esau, lived by the sword and so they 
could not obey the commandment “ Thou shalt not 
kill.’ The child®en of Ishmael rebelled against the 
commandment “ Thou shalt not steal,” because 
they said Ishmacl’s birthright was that his hand 
was against every man’s. Each nation refused for 
some reason or other to accept, until God came to 
Isracl, who said without question, “ All that the 
Lord has spoken we will do.” 

While different nations were refusing to accept 
the Torah, the mountains were fighting among 
themselves for the honour of being chosen as the 
spot for the giving of the Law. 

Mount Tabor wanted the honour, because in the 
days of Noah the flood had not reached its summit : 
Mount Hermon argued his should be the choice as 
he had helped to keep the clothes of the Israelites 
fiom becoming wet when passing through the Red 
Sea; Mount Carmel, with its unique position 
between sea and land, thought his would be the 
honour; but a voice rang out from heaVen, “ The 
Shechina shall not rest upon the high mountains 
that are filled with pride, but on a modest mountain 
that does not quarrel.’ And thus, Sinai, in its 
humility, was chosen by God. So likewise chosen 
was Moses, who also stood apart and would not 
accept his high destiny until urged by God. 

In the oe oy - it is said, some two thousand 
years before the heaven and earth existed, seven

things were written, among them the Torah, which 
was inscribed with black fire on white fire, and it 
lay in the lap of God. When God resolved to create 
the world. He took counsel with the Torah, which 
advised Him to do so, saying that “ a King without 
an army and without courtiers hardly deserved the 
name of King.’ God was pleased with the answer, 
and afterwards, by this example, taught the earthly 
Kings never to undertake anything without first 
consulting others. 

After God had decided which nation should 
receive the Law and from which mountain it was to 
be given, He had to choose the month in which it 
should be given. 

The third month, Sivan, was chosen because 
everything that is closely connected with the Torah 
and with Israel. is triple in number. The Torah 
consists of three parts, the Pentateuch, the Prophets, 
and the Writings. Israel has three divisions, 
Cohanim, Levites, and laymen. There are three 
Patriarchs, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. Often in 
Biblical history (as well as in fairy stories) the third 
son is chosen. Seth, the third son of Adam, became 
the father of mankind. Shem, Noah's third son, is 
acclaimed as the ancestor of Jewry. Solomon, the 
third Jewish King, was the most distinguished and 
was privileged to build the Temple. Moses, the 
third child of the family, belonged to the third tribe, 
Levi; his name contains three letters, "WO, and he 
received the Law in the third month, Sivan, after 
three days’ preparation.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Survival and Revival 


N Shemini Atseret we take farewell of the 
Os We look back to the weeks of our 

Festivals. God has granted us their celebration. 

In Jooking back and in looking ahead, one thing 
remains our conviction. There is no separation 
between God and Israel. The Jewish people will 
live. We read Solomon's prayer in our Haftara: 
* The Lord our God be with us as he was with our 
fathers: let him not leave us, nor forsake us.” 
(I Kings viii, 57). We see to-day Jewish martyrdom, 
the destruction of a part of our people. But as 
members of our people we know the Jewish people 
will get through times like ours as they have got 
through other times., We trust in God, to whom 
we pray in these days of affliction as Solomon prayed 
in the days of peace and happiness. 

If we look upon our destiny in these days of the 
Hitlerite age, we see One Common and outstanding 
feature. We are all survivors. A great catastrophe 
jis happening throughout mankind. And as far as 
numbers of sufferers are concerned it is no exaggera- 
tion to say mankind has never before suffered to 
such a great extent. And in this immense catas- 
trophe we are survivors. Throughout the whole of 
Jewish history Jews have always been in their time 
what is meant by the word survivor. But if we 
call our ancestors what we are ourselves, survivors 
of world-catastrophes, we have to call them hope- 
ful survivors. 

There are two sorts of Jews to-day: Jews in the 
Hitlerite prison-house and Jews outside of it. It is 
a remarkable fact that this distinction applies to the 
whole world as well. Not only we Jews, but the 
whole world is divided into two sections. One 
section has fallen back into slavery, and when we 
say slavery, it is no metaphor. People in Germany 
are slaves, slaves like the Negroes in the Southern 
States of America before the Civil War. slaves like 
the unhappy subjects of Asiatic kings of the past. 


NE thing the world has learned. It has learned 
what liberty means. And it learned it through 
the loss of liberty, now endured by the whole popu- 
lation of the Nazi-subjugated Continent. Jews 
living in the Anglo-American part of the world are 
free men. Now and after the war Jewry living in 
that part must envisage all the duties of this new 
world situation which has shifted geographically the 
leadership of Jewry. We pray from the depth of 
our hearts that Continental Jewry may survive 
physically. But we must be fully aware that if it 
survives physically, it cannot survive as it has been 
before. It will have been stripped of all its: former 
intrmate connection with Jewish life. 

And here we see our duty. Jews living tn the 
Angio-American part of the world stand in the 
forefront of the rebuilding of world Jewry. The 
Jewish revival—if it comes, and we know it will 
come—will originate from the Anglo-Saxon area. 
It is to Anglo-American Jewry that world Jewry will 
look not only for material help but also for spiritual 
help. There will be a Jewish generation without 
Jewish life but which has once scen Jewish life 
flourish, a generation without Jewish knowledge 
but with a recollection of what a strong power 
Judaism can be in a Jewish life. And there will be 
an un erstanding that a Jewish revival must be a 
reliynous revival. And in consequence there will 
be an outcry after the war: Teach us the Jewish 
way. tcach us the way of our fathers. The light 
leading post-war Jewry must shine from the sull 
free Jewish communities. 

Where there is a duty there is happiness in the 
fulliment of it. The duty of rebuilding post-war 
Jewry will give to our young people, to our leading 
poliuicians, to every single Jew the sense of respons- 
bility. Everybody has his share in it. In the educa- 
tion ot our children, in our loyalty to Jewish Jife, in 
the frequency of our attendances at Synagogues, in 
reading Jewish books, in contributing to Jewish 
funds, in studying Jewish questions—in all this 
nothing less is at stake than the great problem ot 
rebuilding Jewry, of making Jewry fit for the post- 


war world. 
WwW! are survivors of a catastrophe which ts not 
yet over, We must not relax in our cllorts 
to win through these dangerous times. We must 
courageously ask what is lost and what ts not vet 
lost, what is not lost to us as Jewish survivors of 
this world catastrophe, What is not lost, because it 
cannot be lost as iong as there is blood in our veins 
and breath in our bodies, as long as there is a soul 
within us, this inalienable property of ours iy our 
Judaism. 

One word we must know to understand what a 
Jew is, to understand what Jewish means. And 
that one word is: holy. What is holiness? We 
cannot answer that satisfactorily in a rational way, 
but we can say—and that is after all the main point 
—holiness appears on this earth where God Him- 
self is present. Now we know what strikes us when 
we look deep into a Jewish heart, deep into a Jewish 
tye. God is a factor here. A man stands before us, 
he is like others are, but he is a Jew. God is an 
And where God is an essential 
factor, there is holiness. We, the survivors of this 
world-catastrophe, we, the great losers in these 
world-battles, we, the most persecuted and most 
suffering link in mankind, we know what is and 
remains the best in us. It is that we are Jews. In 
this there is holiness. In this there is God who in 

is wisdom which is beyond human understanding 
has made His holy purpose for mankind inseparable 
rom the Jewish destiny. There is no separation 
between God and Israel. 

In this conviction we pray in our dark days as 

Olomon prayed in happier days: “ The Lord our 
God be with us as he was with our fathers: let 
Him not leave us, nor forsake us.”

LIGHT ON BIBLE CRITICISM 


The Documentary H and the Composi- 
tion of the Pentat Eight Lectures. By 
Umperto Cassuto, Hebrew University Pre 
Jerusalem.

Conservative minded students of the Bible will 
have noted with gratification the reaction that has 
set in of late against the dominating influence of 
the Higher Critics in the domain of Pentateuchal 
studies. No longer do they hold the field to them- 
selves in undisputed mastery. On the contrary, 
they are being attacked on many points and are 
being forced to yield positions which hitherto 
appeared impregnable. 

Among the scholars leading in the attack must be included 
Umberto Catsuto, the present holder of the Chair of Bible 
Studies at the Hebrew University of Jerusalem. In a work 
Published by him in 1934, while still in Italy, under the 
title, “La Questione della Genesi,” he subjected to a 
careful scrutiny the critical theorics regarding the composi- 
tion of the Pentateuch, and exposed the flimsy nature of the 
foundations on which rests the whole of the documentary 
hypothesis. The work attracted at the time considerable 
attention and interest and cvoked the highest praise even 
among circles which could not be suspected of any bias in 
favour of the conclusions arrived at by the author. Written 
for specialists and in Italian, the work was more or less a 
scaled book as far as the gencral Bible student was con- 
cerned; and it has often been the wish of not a few lovers 
of our sacred literature to see the work of Cassuto more 
widcly known. 

This wish is at long last beginning to be gratified with the 
Present publication. Consisting of a series of cight lectures 
delivered in Hebrew in Jerusalem to an audience of teachers. 
the book presents a popular publication of the “ cream” 
of the author's larger work. The style is attractive and 
captivating, and as the reader follows the author step by 
step through the main fickds of critical activity he is regaled 
by the spectacle of secing the whole imposing structure 
reared by Pentateuchal criticism on the basis of the Docu- 
mentary Hypothesis collapse like a house of cards 

The book is to be warmly recommended to ‘all who are 
interested in Biblical studics, and students particularly will 
find the Bibliographical notes appended to the volume of 
atcat help in their quest for further knowledec. 


JEWISH ODYSSEY 
Ludwig Lewisohn’s Fine Allegory 


Renegade. By Lupwic' 
Publication Society of America. $2.50.

If only the Jewish Publication Society could 
maintain the standard of this superb work, by one 
of the foremost Jewish writers of to-day—finely 
produced, finely written, and dealing, with passion, 
learning, and imagination, witha problem that lies 
close to the heart of every Jew! 

Ludwig Lewisohn has chosen the historical novel as his 
vehicic, and he has produced one of the finest that we now 
have dealing with a Jewish theme. He begins with a setiing 
with which he ts particularly familiar—that of 1&th century 
Paris with its splendours and its corrupuion, and is cynicism, 
and a member of the ancient privileged Avignonese Jewry, 
Joshua Vidal. trying to escape from the hmitations of the 
ghetto and to ape the French aristocrat in name, in love, 
and im life (he process is perhaps made a good deal casicr 
than it would have been in fact) But he finds that the 
tolerant rationalism of French socicty is only skin-<iecp, and 
that beneath it the hatred of the Jew persists.. He cannot 
find any case for his conscience in the ¢xample of the thrust- 
ing Cerfbeer in Strassburg nor of the patronised Moscs 
Mendelssohn in Berlin, and so makes his way castward—to 
Rebbe Levi Yizhak of Berditschev, the great leader of 
Hassidicm: and from him the clegant Renegade finds how 
Judaism can solve his own doubts aad those of the mocking 
world 

Ihe juxtaposition is bold, and in any other hands it might 
have been dangcrous. but Ludwie Lewisohn has succecded 
not only in making it almost plausible, but in presenting this 
Odyssey as a symbol of his own and of that of the Jew in 
the modern wotld as a whole. He has woven what scems to 
be his confession of faith into a setting of memorable beauty.

DEEDES BEY 


Deedes Bey (A Study of Sir Wyndham Deedes, 
1883-1923). By JoHN Prestand. Macmillan, 16s.

It may be accepted as a gencral rule that no 
biography of a man, if it 1s to be of permanent or 
anv value. should be published until after his death, 
or. at any rate, until his life’s work is finished. 

Sir Wyndham Deedes is very fortunately alive, and his 
life's work is by no means finished. Still less was it ended 
in 1923. the year of his departure from Palestine, with 
which *‘ Mr.” Presland concludes his narrative. But the 
rule does not apply to this book, for the 60 years of which 
Mr. Presiand writes form one complete whole, and, despite 
the handicap of being deprived of perspective, Mr. Presland 
has succecded in his task to an eminent degree. He has 
given a portrait of a man which those who know him best 


will recognise aS accurate. No biogtapher can carn greater 
praise 
Mr. Presland is always scrous Yet he managcs to 


tell some very good storics. It is probably hardly possible 
not to do so when writing of a carecr-so tull of colour and 
adventure as that of his hero. It is only towards the end 
that the Palestinian interest comes to the fore. The earlier 
part of the book is taken up largely by the Gallipoli and 
Mesopotamian campaigns and Sir Wyndham service with 
the Turkish Government in North Africa and Asia Minor. 

Even at the beginning of his Palestinian service neuher 
Zionism nor the Jews seem to have interested him. (inci- 
dentally, Sir Wyndham’s mother was a Barrow of the dis- 
tinguished Anglo-Jewish military family which was originally 
Baruch Lousada.) He does not appear to have known any- 
thing about cither To him the question of Syria and 
Palestine was at first overshadowed by the hostility of the 
Arabs to the French It would secm that they were pre- 
pared at the time to accept almost any solution in preference 
to French control His original scheme of settiement for 
that part of the world included ‘Autonomous rule for the 
vilavets of Damascus, Aleppo, and Jerusalem, but under 
Moslem governments appointed by the Entente, all the 
governments to be under the guarantee of the Entente 
Powers.”’ 

Sir Wyndham’s final views on the subject are not stated 
clearly. but if one reads between the lines I fee) one must 
conclude that Political Zionism appeals to him less than 
does the gospel of Achad Ha’Am

Dr. Chaim Weizmann, the Zionist leader, has, as 
has been reported already in this paper, been under 
observation at the Mount Sinai Hospital in New 
York. He has now left the hospital, but 1 learn 
that a thorough diagnostic examination by 
physicians established that the profuse bleeding. of 
the throat which caused his entry into the hospital 
was of a purely local character. Yet his generally 
run-down condition, due to overwork and worry, 
required a prolonged and complete rest. Dr. 
Weizmann had to give up for several weeks his 
political and scientific activities, and his previously 
scheduled visit to Canada during the first weck ol 
September in connection with the opening of the 
194? United Palestine Appeal was cancelled, causing 
great disappointment to Canadian Zionists, who 
were making claborate preparations for him.

FORMER CHIEF RABBIS 

There have been four Chicf Rabbis in England 
before Dr. Hertz,.and three of the four also reached 
their 70th year. There is apparently no record of 
the date of birth of Rabbi David Tevele Schifl, who 
was appointed “ Chief Rabbi” of the Great Syna- 
goguc in 1765S. He was born in Frankfort-on- 
Main, and died ig London in 1791. One of his 
earliest dutics was the consecration, in 1767, of the 
Duke's Place Synagogue, which had then been 
rebuilt and enlarged. Solomon Herschell, accord- 
ing to Dr. Cecil Roth, was the first formally recog- 
nised Chief Rabbi. He is the only holder of that 
office to have been born a native of England, his 
birth being in London in 1762. He was appointed 
Chief Rabbi in 1802, and died in 1842. Then there 
were the two Adilers. Dr. Nathan Marcus Adler. 
who was born in Hanover in 1803, and died in 
Brighton in 1890, was elected Chief Rabbi on 
July 9, 1845. Dr. Hermann Adler, his son, was also 
born in Hanover in 1839 and died in 1911. He was 
appointed Deputy Chief Rabbi by his father tn 
1879, and was elected to succeed him as Chief Rabbi 
in June, 1891. Portraits Of all tive Chief Rabbis 
which were, until the war, hung in the Board Room 
of the Great Synagogue, have now been removed, 
for safe keeping, until after the war

GUERRILLA EXPERT 

An adventurous life is that of “ Yank” (Bert) 
Levy, the Jewish expert on modern fighting and 
author of the Penguin Special * Guerrilla Wartare,” 
who has recently been visiting the U.S.A. to train 
their equivalent of the Home Guard. “ Yank,” 
who has been lecturing to cadets at Harvard 
University, was born in Hamilion, Ontario, in 1897, 
and grew up in Cleveland, Ohio. He went to 
clementary school and to night school afterwards, 
but his “ real education was in the school of hard 
knocks.”” He went to sea in the Merchant Service 
im 1916 and 1917 and then joined the Royal 
Fusiliers, serving in Palestine and Transjordan. 
Hits adventurous career led him to Mexico and 
Nicaragua, and in 1937 he joined the International 
Brigade to fight Fascism and Nazism in Spain. He 
soon became an officer in the British Battalion. 


Alter being captured on the Jarama front, he was: 


imprisoned by Franco's men for six months. In 
1940 he joined the staff of the Osterley Park School 
for the Home Guard, and conducted many Home 
Guard lectures at the War Office No. 1 School. His 
present visit to the U.S.A. was on the instructions 
ot Major-General Sherman Miles, Commandant of 
the First Corps Area in Massachusetts.

The personnel of A.R.P. Post No. 4, in Hackney, 
is nearly all Jewish, and so for the Festivals they 
decided themselves to hold Divine Services, thus 
probably making A.R.P. history.

Although seats for the 
services were free, over £36 was raised through 
offerings, which is to be divided between the Post's 
own benevolent fund and the Talmud Torah. The 
Wardens of this Post have, by the way, furnished 
their own club premises.

Clearing Up Your Garden 


HERE are now several 
jobs to be 

done in the garden. 

Peas and beans that 
have finished bearing should 
be removed; the plants 
being cither burned when 
they have dried out or else 
simply put on the compost 
heap to rot down with the 
autumn rains. 

The onion beds, from 
which the onions have now 
been harvested, should be 
lightly raked over and freed 
from any large weeds, in 
preparation for a planting 
of spring cabbage plants. 
Plant these in firm earth 
(that is why the ground 
should not be freshly dug). 
The reason for this ts that 
the cabbage seedlings are to 
be left merely to stand all 
the winter and start grow- 
ing in the spring. It the 
ground is solt, and the first 
part of the winter is mild, 
the plants will grow and 
then meet an untimely end 
when the frosts set in, 

It is wisest to plant spring 
cabbages fairly closely, 
about four inches apart. 
This allows for casualties, a | 
and if by happy chance, the majority of the plants 
survive, you can indulge your family with the luxury 
of really early spring greens, and by thinning out 
the rows permit the alternate plants to heart up. 
Take care that the seedlings are tree irom pests 
such as caterpillars. To ensure their having no 
eves on therh when you plant them, dip them into 
a solution of Derris, holding each plant by the root 
that the green part only is immersed. | 

lf you have grown a bed of leeks during the 
season, these will now need extra nourishment to 


enable them to stand up to the winter and retain 


their strength for a “ spring offensive “! Dried 
blood, which you can buy at the seedsntan’s, should 
be sprinkled round the roots, of the leeks, which 
should be periodically earthed up to keep the stems 
white and permit them to grow. 

Any spare ground that is not required for grow- 
ing winter vegetables should now be roughly turned 
over and left for the frost to get to. 

Although most of us have concentrated on grow- 
ing the food so vitally needed for the national war 
effort, flower gardens still abound and lend a wel- 
come element of grace and beauty to a world so 
seriously imbued with the principles of austerity. 


And when we have 
duly attended to all the 
necessary vegetable garden 
jobs, and collected the 
seeds our onions 
and mato plants tor 
next year, we are justi- 
ficd in spending a litle 


time on the purely decora- 
tive part of the garden. 

it is here that the most 
clearing has always to be 
done. Annuals that have 
finished flowering should 
be cut down to the ground 
level. All flowering plants 
should have the blossoms 
cut off as soon as they have 
started to drop, as then the 
strength will go back into 
the plant. Naturally, if 
you want to preserve seeds 
from any plant, that plans 
should be specially marked, 
the seeds allowed to come 
to full size and then col- 
lected and dried. Ut is 
wisest then to pull out the 
plant, which will not do 
very much any way. 

Flowering bushes and 
Shrubs should be cut back 
now, Cut each branch on 
which blossom has 
appeared, as far back as 

the twigs and dead 
branches and carry them to a heap. where 
they can be burned. But if the twigs are fairly 
big these should be collected. dried, and used as 
firewood. 

Strawberry beds need attention now. The long 
runners should be broken off as near as possible to 
the mother plant and then the young plants should 
be trimmed of the long straight shoot portion and 
planted in a new bed specially reserved for them. 

Gardening has already played an important part 
in the lives of the women of Palestine, and its popu- 
larisation in this country as a necessary war measure 
has enrolled many enthusiastic Jewish women in its 
service. Obviously gardening in Palestine is a very 
different undertaking from what it is in this country, 
but there are certain universal key jobs which 4ainite 
the gardeners of every quarter of the globe, Whether 
the Jewish girl in our picture plants saplings in the 
beloved soil of Eretz Yisracl, or merely tidies up 
one of the colony’s gardens, her operations are 
obviously in line with those of the gardener here 
of even a small suburban plot which has contri- 
buted to the war effort by supplying vegetables for 
those who tend it,

GREEN TOMATOES 


Severat readers have again been asking what to 
do with the green tomatoes left on the plants. Here 
are a few suggestions. we 

When the first signs of frost appear, it Is no use 
leaving the tomatoes on the plants any longer, P'ck 
all the little ones, only leaving the largest, some ot 
which may be turning. Cut off the branches bearing 
these, tie loops of string round the ends and hang 
them up, head downward, in a warm dry place. II 
hung up in the kitchen, keep well away from the 
cooking stove. 

When ripe the tomatoes will be a much better 
flavour than those which are wrapped up or left 
on the window-Ssill.

Green tomatoes, 2} Ib.; apples, 1} Ib.: sugar, 
4 oz.: golden syrup, 4 0z.: onion, 6 07.: vinegar, 
! pint: cinnamon and cayenne, saltspoonful of each: 
2 or 3 cloves; peppercorns, 4 teaspoonful. 

Stice tomatoes, put on a dish, sprinkling layers 
with salt. Leave till following day, drain and put 
in saucepan with the peeled and finely chopped onion 
and apple, vinegar, spices, sugar, ord syrup. Stir 
till sugar has dissolved then simmer slowly till quite 
solt and of jam consistency, 

Spiced Green Tomatoes 

Very small green tomatoes, 3 Ib.; sugar, } Ib.; 
spiced vinegar, | pint: salt. ; 

Wipe tomatoes, prick all over, put in a bowl, and 
sprinkle with salt. Leave for 12 hours, wash off 
brine. Bring sugar and vinegar to the boil. drop 
in tomatoes, and simmer for 20 minutes. Drain 
and put in jars. Boil up the liquid again and fill 
up the jars. Cover as for jam. : 

For the spiced vinegar. Put | oz. pickling spice with 
1 pint vinegar in a saucepan, cover, bring slowly 
to the boil. Remove from heat, leave covered for 
2 hours; then strain:

Green tomatoes, 3 Ib. ; onions, $ lb. : apples, 
spiced vinegar, $ pint; sugar, 4 oz.; salt, i O2.; 
pinch of cayenne. 

Cur up tomatoes, peel onions and apples, and 
chop finely; put all ingredients in a saucepan and 
simmer very gently till quite soft, then rub through 
a sieve, return to saucepan, and boil till a soft 
creamy consistency, Keeping it well stirred. Pour 
into hot sterilized bottles, cork when cold, and then 
either cover with proper metal caps, or when the 
beng is quite cold dip the neck in melted paraffin

1 was much interested in Mr. Leftwich's article on the 
“Children of the Ghetto.”’ 1 believe that if Zangwill had 
been commissioned to write his masterpicce 25 years later 

when his experience of human nature had widencd 
there rs much in the “ Children of the Ghetto’ which he 
would have omitted. Zangwill displayed great ability and 
analytical power in describing London Jewry. But since 
we are a much-criticised people our authors should be careful 
bow they portray our colicctive character. Secing a Jew 
in a caftan made Hitler an anti-Semite. Is it possible that 
Zanewill's book did have a tendency to spread the virus of 
anti-Semitism? Zangwill was not an Orthodox Jew, and he 
treated much that Jews hokd venerable with scant courtesy 
This has made individuals belittle Zangwill’s masterpicce. 
and even Zangwill’s character. Much of the ghetto that 
Zanewill wrote about has disappeared. London Jewry has 
chaneed almost completely this last half-century. 1 do not 
believe it right to assert, as Mr. Leftwich doce, that Zanewil! 
had at any time lost touch with the ghetto. The call of 
Fleet Street Was not so strong as to obliterate Zanewill'’« 
desouon and attachment to the scene of his youth. Zanewill 
was csscntially a ** child of the ghetto.’

lectured, and quarrelied in the ghetto Never could it have 
heen absent from his mind It seems incredible of belicf 
that he should have returned to the ehetto in order to write 
about it.

You will have noticed with great reerct the passing of our 
late Chairman. Mr. Joho Stroyan. We deplore his death, 
though we are eratefal that he was spared for so many years 
of signally useful service. He joined the Board in 1909 and 
was Chairman for 25 years. During the whole of that period 
the interests of the Company were his constant care. We 
owe a deep det of gratitude to him, and I would like more 
particularly to emphasise his sound judgment and his 
personality which endeared him to all of us. 

SUPPLY DIFFICULTIES SURMOUNTED 

We have been confronted with exceptional difficulties ia 
the past year, mainly duc to the fact that we have been dome, 
a gteatly increased trade with a depicted staff, so many of 
our employees having, to theit credit, joined the Forees. 
The increase in our trade has been to some extent duc to the 
supply of our products to the troops, both in South Africa 
iteclf and also in Libva and Egypt, where soldicrs and airmen 
of the Union and of Rhodesia have areatly distinguished 
themsctivcs We also provide larec supplics to impcrial 
convoys calling at South African ports. In addition to ths 
there has been af increase in our civilian trade, especially in 
urban arcas. We are glad to be able to do this extra trade, 
especially that part of it which concerns the military, but, 
unfortunately. our sharcholders do not derive any direct

1 am elad to say. we have been ablic to 
surmount for the time being. thanks larecty to the assistance 
rendered by the Governments in South Africa and this 
country. in connection with which t would particularly wish 
to express our thanks to the High Commissioners for the 
Linion of South Africa and Southern Rhodesia 
co-operation with the other brewerics trading in South Africa 
has also been a areat help 

The boule factory at Talana. in which we have so larec 
an interest, has proved to be of the ercatest value, not only 
to our Company but to South Africa as a whole It has 
become the principal supplicr of glass containers of all kinds, 
and in order to keep pace with the increased demand it has 
heen found necessary to instal additional plant.
